Loses Position Be- 
cause of Her 
Poverty. 

Removed to Hospital by Charita- 
ble-Woman. Where Roses Are 
Now Returning to Her 
Cheeks. 

Owensboro, Ky., Dec. 9 — With 
tests streaming from her lstge brown 
eyes, pretty Ida Gibbs walked out of 
the door of a lashlor able dress-making 
establishment In this city on Satur- 
day night abont two weeks ago. 
Alter having served several months 
in the establishment her services bad 
been dispensed with because the other 
girls employed ‘‘made lun” of her 
clothes and poverty. The Saturday 
following her dismissol she wss re- 
moved from her bumble lodgins over 
a grocery store to the city hospital. 
She was In a critical condition from 
want of sufficient food. Since her re- 
moval to the hospital a number of 
charitable woman ol the city have 
cared lor her and her condition 
Is now greatly improved. The roses 
have returned to her cheeks, and her 
eyes are btight again. It waa because 
ol her refined beauty that the other 
gills took occasion to make light of 
the young woman's clothes. 

“She would be right pretty II she 
had good teeth," Miss Gibbs' com- 
panions would say to each other 
sraen, in fact, her teeth were as white 
as ivory and in perfect condition. 

It was true that the young woman 
did not have pretty ribbons, or wear 
smatt frocks like the other girls. It 
was all that she could do to pay the 
rent ol her small room and buy a 
scanty supply of food. 

After having been dismissed Irorn 
the dress-making establishment she 
lived on 5 cents a day. Every after- 
noon she would go to Gassers, store 
on Main Street and request the clerk 
to provide her with something that 
would furnish the meat nourishment 
for her mite. She would generally de- 
cide upon a slice of pumpkin pie, be- 
lleveing it to be nutritions. Often 
she said that water and pumpkin pie 
would suffice for her thiee meals. 
She wou<d buy just enough coal to 
fill a closet In her room. 

When Thanksgiving day came the 
proprlatresa of the drets making esta- 
blishment sent Miss Gibbs a dinner. 
It is believed that the young woman 
•te so heartily of the Thanksgiving 
goodies that it made her ill. No one 
knew that she was nearly freezing to 
death In her lonely quaiters. No one 
knew that the thanksgiving dinner 
wss the only meal she had in three 
week*. She was to prond to beg and 
to ill to seek employment. 

For • dsy or two *he did not appear 
from her rooms. An investigation 
revealed the tact that she waa pros 
trated. A physician was summoned 
* ,d she was removed to the city hos- 
pital. It woold have been only a 
few hours until ahe would have died 
had not some one taken enough Intel- 
sat in her to go to her room. 

When the young woman is able to 
leave the hospital a home will be pro- 
vide for her. She will be cared lor 
until ahe is able to engage in suitable 
work.

Mysterious Disappearance 
Franz Frehrs ana Wife 
Solved— Two Women 
Implicated. 



Buffalo, N. Y., Dec. 7.— The decom- 
posed bodies oi Fracz Frehr and bis 
wife, an aged couple who disappeared 
from their borne November 20, were 
found early to day buried beneath a 
woodshed in the back of their house. 
They had been murdered. The skulls 
ot both had been crushed and a ham- 
mer was found in the shed. Several 
hairs were found clinging to the head 
of it. 

A search for Charles Bonier, who 
moved into the house of the Frehrs 
the day ot their disappearance, had 
been begun hours before the finding 
of the bodies. Tuesday Bonier ap- 
peared at police court in response to a 
summons in a John Doe proceedings 
regarding the disappearance ot the 
Frehrs. The case was adjourned and 
Bonier was ordered to appear in court 
yesterday, but he did not come. It 
was then that the suspicion of crime 
grew stronger with the police, who 
had believed up to that time that the 
old couple had been taken away by 
relatives who hoped to inherit their 
money. 

Descriptions ot Bonier were sent 
broadcast and this morning Police 
Supt. Bull received a telephone mes- 
sage from Erie, Pa., stating that Bo- 
nier bad been arrested there. Bonier 
is sixty-five years old. 

Bonter's housekeeper, Louise Lind- 
holm, is in custody in this city. The 
police found on her person gold pieces 
to the value oi $70. The Frehrs were 
supposed to have a great deal of gold 
in the house. The woman says the 
money was given to her by Bonier. 

Kate Kahn, a relative of the Lind- 
holm, was also taken to the police 
station, a trunk and some stuff which 
had belonged to the Frehrs having 
been found at her home.

the small flock, and there is nothing 
that will aflord greattr pleasure to 
the whole family than ten or twelve 
hens all of one breed, but this is of 
secondary importance as compared 
with what they bring in for the table, 
in the way of eggs and meat. No 
one knows how to appreciate good 
fresh eggs and well fattened chickens 
until they have them of their own 
production. A good many have an 
idea that because their space is limit- 
ed, so the fowls are unable to roam 
over broad fields as on the farm, there 
is no use trying to keep them. This 
is a mistake, for while the farm is an 
ideal place to raise and keep poultry, 
some ol the largest egg records have 
been made by yarded hens, and some 
of the birds in very close confinement 
at that. The great variety of food 
left over by the family is a most ex- 
cellent egg producer. The only 
trouble in keeping a few hens on 
sncb rations is that they are apt to be 
fed too much and become overfat, but 
by a little caution on the part of the 
feeder, this may be avoided 
and a good many eggs secured 
during the year from a dozen young

This country will this year produce 
the Hecond largest corn crop in its his- 
tory, Whnt promised to turn out a 
poor crop on account ol flood damage, 
etc., is now seen to lie a good one, be- 
ing in the aggregate 2 313,000,000 
bushels. As to its value, that will be 
the subject of official estimate before 
long, it being taken at. farm prices as 
of December 1, and reported by the 
Department ol Agriculture.

President Roosevelt’s annual mes- 
sage to Congress was read before that 
body Monday. It is au exhaustive 
document and deals with the allairs 
of our Government iu a manner to 
satisfy the intelligence of the country. 

He lays before that great delibera- 
tive body his reasons for hi« action in 
recognizing the Republic of Panama 
in a concise, and should he to all 
reasonable and thinking people, a sat- 
isfactory mauner.

The last of the Kickapoo Indians 
have shaken the dust of the Indian 
Territory Irotn their leet and here- 
after they will pay allegiance to the 
red, white and green flag ot Mexico, 
says the New York World. 

Once the Kickapoos were a power- 
ful tribe and ruled over a large fertile 
section of the Missouri valley. At 
the height of thefr power the tribe was 
said to number nearly 70,000. Now 
there are less than 700. 

During the Civil War, the Kicka- 
poos, being a peaceful people, fled to 
Mexico and settled In a fertile valley 
in the State of Coahuila. After the 
war all but 176 of them returned to 
the Indian Territory. 

The descendants of those who re- 
mained in Mexico now number 442, 
while of tbe 412 who were in the ter- 
ritory thirty years ago only 1S4 aie 
left. The last ol these have gone 
now to join the rest of the tilbe in 
Mexico. 

In the territory, with the advance 
of civilization, the tribe fonnd itself 
slowly but surely becoming extinct. 
Finally the death rate became so high 
that the tribel councilors decided to 
get as for away from civilization as 
possible. 

The Mexican absentees had invit- 
ed them several times to join them 
In Mexico, and finally, at a grand 
powwow of the whole tribe it was de- 
cided to accept the Invitation. The 
Mexican Government took kindly to 
the scheme, and gave the tribe a 
grant of all the land embraced In the 
valley in which they had originally 
settled. 

The Indians will farm enough for 
their own supply and engage in 
stock raising for the profit. This, 
with the Income from their lands In 
Indian Territory, will afford them a 
good living.

The Courier-Journal of a recent date 
gave a list of the men who will con- 
stitute the next general assembly ot 
Kentucky, and the vocation of same. 
While the vocation of som^^er-not 
given we have examined the list care- 
fully and finds the various walks of 
life will be pretty much represented 
in this body as given below. 

There will be just about as many 
farmers as lawyers, the former num- 
bering 28 and the latter 30. 

The majority of those whose voca 
tlons are not given reside in small 
towns and villages, and it fa highly 
probable that a complete list would 
show that there are a few more far- 
mers than lawyers Merchants are 
third with ten and teachers fourth 
with six. 

One legislator is put down as "re- 
tired" and one gives his occupation 
as "trader" not specifying any partic- 
ular kind of trade. Several are desig- 
nated as tobacco dealers, some in con- 
junction with some other trade or 
profession. There will be one hotel- 
keeper, one capitalist, one opera 
house manager, one magistrate, one 
drummer and one law student, J. T. 
Pride, of Morganfield, who la twenty- 
four years of age, just within the con 
stitutional limit as to age, who will 
doubtless have the distinction of be- 
ing the youngest member of the legis- 
lature. There are two distillers and 
one wholesale liquor dealer. The 
Rev. Edwards, who represents the 
counties of Christen and Hopkins in 
the senate, ia the only minister. 
There are three insurance agents and 
one real estate agent.

island and the stealing of the waters 
of the American falls 

Atsumlng the cotlnuity ol the 
fotces named, we might outline thej 
probably future life and the death of 
the tails thus: 

With progressive loss in water vol- 
ume the Canadian falls will reach the 
south end of Gcat island in Irorn I,- 
000 to 1 500 y eats; the death ot the 
American lai s 

The flow of the waters will now 
have become intermittent, and at first 
only at period cl mean and hlght 
water in Lake Erie, eventually at 
high water alone, will there b* any 
discharge over the escarpment. This 
will continue lor a period oi from I ,- 
to 2.000 years. 

The entire flow to the north will 
cease and the river will run back into 
Lake Erie, leaving the escarpment 
dry nt a point not very far South of 
Goat island and with a height of 
•bout too leet. This will be 3.500 
yearn hence— the death of Niagara 
falls— Harper's Weekly.

KENTUCKY BRIDE 

Was About to Suicide When Old 
Friend Called and Visit 
Prevented It.

Confederate Finns. 

In March, lhtll, the Confederate con- ] 
gross adopted ns the national emblem 
the “stars nnd bnra.” It wns made up 
of three horizontal bars of red, white 
nnd red, with a bluo union In the uppet 
left hand corner, on which were dis- 
played thirteen whlto stars In e circle, 
thus giving the historic red, white and 
blue, which tricolor appeared In all 
the succeeding changes. 

The resemblance of this to the stars 
and stripes led to confusion, mistakes 
and loss of life at the battle of Ma- 
ur sans, and shortly after that action an- 
other Hag wns born to the Confederacy, 
in September, 1801. 

The battle flag was then adopted. 
This, In the language of heraldry, was 
a red Held charged with a bluo saltier, 
with a narrow border of white, on 
which were displayed thirteen white 
stars— in other words, a blue St An- 
drew's cross on a red ground. This 
was enslly distinguishable aud was 
never changed.
